a substrate; and 

a light-emitting diode on one side of the sulostrate. 

Claim 14. (original) The reflective liquid crystal display according to Claim 13, 
wherein the light-emitting diode is disposed on the side of the liquid crystal display panel 
facing the liquid crystal display panel.
